Gov. Cornell’s Message. 

ALBANY, January 11.—fhe Senate met at 
noon and Goy. Cornell sent in a message. 
It opens with an allusion to the national 
grief at the wicked assassination of the 
President and the universal expressions of 
sympathy from every quarter. The finances 
arein a gratifying condition, Under the 
head of canals the Governor says that 'the 
competitions of railways, the enlargement of 
the Canadian canals and the development of 
the Mississippi River route are important 
considerations with reference to the future 
capacity of canals to earn a sufficient revenue 
to pay the expenses. If addedto these, 
thereshould be a smaller foreign demand 
for breadstuffs or a reduced production in 
the Western States, it is plain, under the 
present Constitution on canal expenditures, 
that the usefulness of canals: may be seri- 
ously imperriled, if not entirely suspended, 


until relief be secured under the amendment” 


to the Constitution. Ila view of the time 
required for this process, your consideration 
ofthe proposed constitutional amendment 
is respectfeliy suggested.“ Other points are 
touched upon in substance as follows: 


All sales of oleomargarine as butter should 
he prevented. There should be à fair and 
just regulation oi freight traffic and some 
measure devised which shall afford needed 
relief tothe patrons ofthe railroads and atthe 
same time not impose unreasonable burdens 
on corporations. A careful amendment of 
the laws now in force concerning imprison- 
ment for debt is suggested. Attention is 
called to the inadequacy of the excise laws 
and the necessity of cifective amendments 
thereto. The Governor uopes consideration 
of the subject of the Internationai Exposition 
will be renewed for a later date. A modifi- 
cation of the usury laws of the State, 
at least so far as they relate to demand loans,

It Its in a Big Row and Pistol 
ag During a Murder Trial. 

LOUISVILLE, Kx., January 11.—A special 
to the Courier-Journal from Mt. Vernon 
says: This little village, usually so quiet, was 
to-day the scene of wild, tumultuous, but 
bloedless sport. The Circuit Court was in 
eeesion, A. O. Bradly sitting as special 
judge. The cause of the Commonwealth 
against Robert Randall for murder was on 
trial amd witnesses were testifying. John 
Mullins, a witness in the case, who had been 
piaced under rule, came into the court-room. 

IN AN INTOXICATED CONDITION 
and was leaning against the bar. Judge 
Bradly spoke to him, asking him if he was 
not a Witness. Upon his reply in the affirm- 
ative he asked him what he was doing in the 
court room. Mullins responded he was 
standing there he reckoned. 

Fine aſm ten dollars, Mr. Clerk,“ said the 
Judges Milfs made “Another iasultiag re- 
mark and another fine of ten dollars was en- 
tered against him. Another insulting remark 
was followed by an order from the court to 
the jailer to take Muliins into custody. 
Mullins then ran out of the court-room, fol- 
lowed by the jailor and two deputy sheriffs, 
who pursued him some litde distance out of 
town, when he turned ana fired a shot at 
them. The two sheriffs fired but no one was 
hit. Aftera short chase Muilins was cap- 
tured and brought to the court-room bya 
posse. He was accompanied by his father, 
Champ Mullins, who was also intoxicated. 
John Mullins was ordered to jail by Judge 
Bradly, whereupon he and his father both 
arose and declared he should not be taken to 
the jail. Champ is one of the most powerful 
men physically in the county and it takes 
haifa dozen ordinary men to hold bim. 
When the jailer and the posse started with 
John tothe jail the prisoner and his father 
resisted 

THE SCENE 

which followed beggars description. The 
large crowd in the court-room broke into 
the wildest disorder. Men were knocked 
down, pistols drawn. Guards rushed in 
with shot-guns, and the rush for the doors 
and windows was tremendous. The Mul- 
ins and officers fought their way out of the 
court-room and down stairs into the street. 
Wen they reached the street some one gave 
John Mullins a pistol with which he fired two 
shots, in what direction is not known. Both 
men were finally arrested and placed in jail, 
where they now are. Excitement was at 
fever heat for awhile, and everybody 
breathed freely when quiet was restored and 
the clesest search failed to discover any 
corpse. As soon as the disorder began 
Judge Bradly left the bench and shouted: 

% call on every man in this house to help 
arrest these men and I will assist myselt;“ 
and he did leud euch assistance as he could. 
The jury in the Randall case were scattered 
in the confused crowd and after the restora- 
tion of quiet by argument of both sides, they 
were discharged from further consideration 
of the case and trial was continued till the 
nextterm. The day was disgraceful in our 
county’s history aud good citizens should 
now rally to the support of the low and see 
that notuing like it occurs again. 

PERSONAL HEROISM, 

CINCINNATI, January 11.—A Times-Star 
Mr. Vernon (Ky.) special says that the heroism 
and personal exposure alone of Judge W. O. 
Bradly prevented bloodshed3 at the riot in 
the court there yesterday; that his remarks 
to the jury before discharging them made a 
deep impression; that the rioters are Pine 
Hill miners and very rough, and that the citi- 
zens are ürm in their determination to main- 
tain law and order.

A French Newspaper Man’s Impressions 
of His American Brethren. 


A PosT-DISPATCH reporter sent his card 
up to Madame Patti at the Southern this 
morning, and it came back in double-quick 
time in the hands of the bell boy who haa 
taken it up stairs and who returned, it with 
the answer that Mme. Patti would not re- 
ceive any newspaper man. The reporter then 
thought he would try to whisper a few 
words into the musical ear of the wall-eyed 
Nicolini. 

„Send the card up to Nicolini,’? said the 
reporter to the hotel clerk. 

**Nicolini and Patti have the same rooms. 
There is no use sending it back again,“ the 
clerk said. 

„Send it up anyhow.’’ was the reporter’s 
suggestion, and up it went. And down it 
came again en the little silver salver it bad 
gone up to room 64 on. The bell boy 
seemed to be in an unusually 
alarming hurry at getting it back 


to the reporter, being out of breath when he 
remarked that Mr. Nicolini said the gentle- 
man should send his card to room 153 if he 
wanted to see about business. Up went the 
card to No. 153. This is Michael Mortier’s 
room, and Michael Mortieris the Patti cor- 
respondent of the Paris Figaro. ile is also 
the confidential agent, adviser, secretary, 
etc. of the artiste. This time the 
card came downin other hands thanthe 
bell-boy’s. Mortie bimself, à foreign-look- 
ing, medium-sized gentleman, with «a French 
accent floating around a brown woolen suit 
and a little round-top soft hat, appeared at 
the desk and wanted to know who owned the 
adventurous card. The POsT-DISPATCH 
——.— smiling y stepped to the front and 
acknowledged that tbe card and the 
name on it were bis. Mr. 
Mortier tbrew his eye on the 
reporter in an interrogatory way, and the 
latter said at once that he had sent up his 
seeing Mme.

somebody who knew something about her. 

„Tres bien! varee vell,“ said Mr. Mortier, 
who is a gentieman of about 35, with a face 
like the last act of “II Trovatore,“ with a 
light, sandy moustache thrown across its 
upper lip.“ I can geev you all zee informa- 
sheeon you will want. 1 canspeak for Madame 
Patti. Zereeez no need to see Madame 
Patti w’en you see me.“ 

The reporter was astonished to hear this, 
but at once made up his mind to interview 
Mme. Patti by proxy, as long as he could not 
interview her in person. 

„Very well, Mr. Mortier,’? he said, Til 
— vou are Patti and interview you for 

er. 

Mr. Mortier thought this a very brilliant 
idea. He laughed and told the reporter to 
go ahead. 

„First of all, Madame, I would like to 
know something about yourself,” suggeste 
the reporter. 

Ah, yes—about myself,” suggested the 
Patti in pantaloons, smiling sweetiv and toss- 
ing ber curis to one side as she rolled her 
eyes up at the reporter. Abeut myself? 
Well, [speak English a great deal better 
than M. Mortier, who is not an [Irishman 
notwithstanding his first nameis Mike, and 
has never been an Irishman, although some 
silly newspaper men allege that he chopped 
an m out of his surname, taktng it from be- 
tween the penult and ante-penultimate syl- 
lables so as to make Mortier out of Mortimer. 
I have seven rooms en suite on this, the par- 
lor floor, and keep four servants,a cook,a 
valet and two maids. I take my meals in my 
rooms and Nicolini is never away from my

„ Nicolini—like the poor with the Savior— 
is always with you?” 

„Ves; Nicolini neoer leaves me. Salvali 
and Pinto, and the fiddlers and bass-drum 
player and all those other artists roam around 
the city, buying peanuts and Budweiser ali 
day, but Nicolini remains at home and lives 
for me and art.” 

“Principally for art?’ 

„No, principally for me!“ 

“That’s a little bit rough on art,“ the re- 
porter thought, as he looked at the Patti be- 


fore him.

I travelin a palace dining-room 
car, with Nicolini and my maid. I do not 
know how the other people of the company 
travel, but I suppose in a sleeping-car.”’

He furtber al- 
leges that bis wife lacked affection for him, 
and at several times and places brought 
shame upon him and berself as a married 
woman; and that not content with disgracing 
herself, she boasted to ber husband and to 
others of her conduct. The husband atates 
in conclusion that his wife’s faithless and 
worthiess course, self-confessed, rendered 
his condition intolerable, and he was forced 
to leave her.

Henry A. Benoist’s Remarkable 
Narrative. 


What He Says About His $100,000 
Fortune. 


„1 Have Not a Pollar and I 
Blame Green For It.” 


Details of a Curious Suit to be Filed 
To-Morrow. 


A great many people in St. Louis know 
Mr. Henry A. Benoist, a young man who was 
very prominent in social! circles some years 
ago, but has since removed to New York. 
He was one of the sons of S. A. Benoist, 
formerly a banker of this city, who died 
about fifteen years ago, leaving to his 
children 1 very large fortune, 
Henry’s share being over $100,000. 


A PosT-DISPATCH reporter met the young 
gentieman on the street this morning, and 
was surprised to see him back in the city. 

„Have you come back to reside perma- 
nently?”’ asked the reporter. 

“No,” said Benoist; I'm here for a few 
days on private business.” 

8 that Mr. Charles Green had form- 
erly acted somewhat in the capacity of guar- 
dian to Mr. Benoist,and having heard that 
there was some trouble between the gentle- 
men, the reporter asked Mr. Benoist if his 
visit had anything todo with this matter. 

“IT do not wish to talk about the matter at 
all,“ was the answer. Mr. Hammel, my 
friend, has been looking into my affairs, and 
he sent for me to the city. Lou see him. [ll 
* nothing.“ 

r. Benoist hurried off and the reporter, 
satisfied from his actions that there was 
something on foot, hunted up Mr. Henry A. 
Hammel, the well-known saddler, whose 
office is at 704 Pine street. 

Mr. Henry Benoist told me to see vou,“ 

said the reporter. ‘‘Hesays that you know 
allabout the business which brings him to 


town.” 

„Well,“ said the gentleman, 
“I do know somethihg about it. As 
a friend of his I have been looking into his 
accounts during the time that Charles 
Green had charge of his property. The mat- 
ter looks very, very bad. It is so bad in fact, 
that I have sent for him to come 
back to town, and we will bring the matter 
before the courts as soon as he can get ready. 
It will make avery interesting case.“ 

„What is the nature of the trouble!“ 

„ou have heard, I suppose, that when 
Mr. Henry A. Benoist’s father died 
he left him an independent 
fortune, amounting to over 100,000. 
Mr. Benolst has not a penny of the money 
to-day, and the way he lost it is so very 
queer that it must be looked into. Young 
Benoist came of age in August, 1872. At that 
time he got contro] of his property,which was 
free from all incumbrance. Soon after 
be attained his majority he placed his affairs 
altogether in Charles Green’s hands. Mr. 
James Murrin, who married Benoist’s mo- 
ther, after his father’s death, was a great 
friend of Green’s, and in this way the 
young man was induced to 
trust him.’ Henry was a young 
and thoughtless fellow, suspecting nothing, 
and the way he has been fleeced is shameful, 
As I said, there was no incumbrance on the 
2 Soon after Green took charge of 

t, he advised Henry to take property held by 
Murrin in Mrs. Benoist’s name, on 
which there were mortgages for $40,000. The 
property consisted of the house on Minneso- 
ta avenue in which Mr. Green now lives, 
and which he owns, and another house 
and lot on Pine street, above 
Twenty-first. Mr. Green managed Benoist’s 
affairs until 1878, and the Jatter has come out 
of the management without a dollar. Take 


the case of these two mortgages. The ac- 
counts between Green and Benolst 
show that Mr. Green would renew 


this toan of $40,000 in nearly every case for 
one year only at 10 per cent interest, charg- 
ing Benoist a commisson every time he re- 
newed it. -In1875Benoist went to Europe, 
and before he left he gave Green a power 


of attorney at the latter’s re- 
— which ae him absolute 
charge of everything. Among other manip- 


ulations Mr. Green took a ten years’ lease 
on the Minnesota avenue house, ata rental 
of $240 per year. In less than two years, un- 
der his power of attorney, the ac- 
counts show that he spent 36, 
000 of  Benoist’s money on the 
house, putting in electric bells, building 
stables, laying out flower gardens, etc. In 
other words, during the first two years 
Green occupied the house, he expended 
on it neariy two-thirds of the rental 
for the whole ten years. Now, 
was this proper treatment of a young man 
who had trusted Mr. Green because he was a 
frieud ofthe family. During all this time 
he was paying interest at the rate of 
10 per cent on the $20,000 mortgage, so 
that be was losing money on the house every 
day. The Pine street house was also a source 
ofloss. The bills for advertising for the 
house to let. during some months amount to 
$200 and $300. The rent was swallowedlup for 
years in the advertising which 
the accounts ailege to have been paid to the 
newspapers. At the same time all the money 
Benoist drew amounted toa mere bagatelle. 
Green often presented him papers to sign, 
which Benoist did without look- 
ing at them. He would make money 
loans to young Benoist, and the deeds of 
trust in each case would recite that Mr. 
Green wastrustee of Jerome F. Mullen, a 
bookkeeper in Green’s employ, of Thos. E. 
Gay, another employe ef his, or of some man 
connected with him in business.” 

Did Benoist know what the pature of 
these deeds were?“ N 

No. He will tell you be never read them 
and he never knew, until he looked on them 
lately, how they were made. When re- 
leased, the deeds are always released by 
Charies Green, as assignee of some 
of his clerks, which shows who got the 
money. In every way the accounts show 
that he grahbed money whenever and wher- 
ever he could. Benoist was young and head- 
strong, had never thought of suspecting his 
frien, aud what was the result? 

**What?”’ asked the reporter. 

Well, of the fortune young Benoist got, 
Charies Green now owns, or has sold, in his 
own name, fully $75,000 worth. Wherestne 
rest went, I don’t know, but the records 
show the above figures. When be should 
have been protecting the young man, he was 
ruining him in eve way, and now 
Benoist has vot a dollar, The house on 
Minnesota avenue belongs to Green. The old

Harry Meyers, the notorious burglar of St. 
Clair county, was sent to the penitentiary 
yesterday to serve a ten years’ term. Meyers 
has figured in several highway robberies and 
burglaries in and arouad East St. Louis, the 
most prominent being the Suessman robbery, 
in which bimself and Ed. Tremaine were the 
principal actors, 

Emanuel Jones was arrested by Constabie 
Zimmerman for disturbing the peace. Squire 
Draggon assessed him 33 and costs. Ellen 
Kelly was jailed for being drunk and dis- 
orderly, but was released by the Marsbal. 
Henry Washington was jailed ona warrant 
charging him with disturbing the peace. 
He will have a hearing this evening. 


The elopement of Frederick Hinze with 
the Cyle woman received additional food for 
the gossipers lastevening by the arrival of 
a letter from Mr. Hinze bearing the Ju!tiet 


post-mark. Little of the contents 
are known to anv outside the mem- 
bers of the family, and thev 
refused to speak upon the subſect. A friend 


of the family voluntéered the information 
that Hinze admits having Mrs. Cyle as a 
traveling companion and is on his way to 
Europe. This statement seems plausible 
from the fact that a drother of the 
Cyle woman is domiciled in Joliet and 
Mr. Hinze intimated before his 
departure that a trip to Europe would 
be very agreeable to him. Mrs. Hinze and 
two of her brothers spent all yesterday and 
this morning in straightening upthe ac- 
counts and find that Mr. Hiuze had collect- 
ed all outstanding bills that could becol- 
lected. The statement that Mrs. Hinze knew 
of the intended departure of 
her husband with the Cyle women is dented 
by the family. A clerkin Mrs. Hinze’s store, 
who has been a member of the family for 
over eight vears, states that Mrs. Cyle often 


visited Mr. Hinze at his home, 
and this fact more than any 
other led to the sudden departure 


of Mr. Hinze. The amount taken by Hinze 
has been exaggerated, and will got ex:eed 
$10,000, unless some of the property has been 
mortgaged,which is not likely. Mr. Hinze 
was a resident of East St. Louis for twenty- 
five years and was doing three times the 
business of any East St. Louis merchant. 


The utterly helpless condition of East St. 
Louis when visited by fire was again demon- 
strated at 9 o’clock this morning, when 
flames were discovered lapping the ceiling of 
Squire Long’s office, and a thick 
volume of smoke ascending from 
the dilapidated row of frame 
dwellings on Broadway, between 
Bukin’s store and the St. gohn Building. 
The fire beil at the Station-house was rung, 
and immediately all business was suspended. 
Justices in the act of trying cases rushed 
pell-mell towards the volume of 
smoke. The police abandoned their beats, 
the lawyers and members of the council 
postponed all business and formed them- 
selves into a bucket brigade to combat the 
flames, Councilmen Rafter and Healy were 
two of the first at the scene and pro- 
cured about twenty buckets om 
Bukin’s store and put as many 
men to work throwing water on 
the flames. Forsometime the destruction 
ofthe whole block seemed inevitable, the 
flames gaining a footing through two of Bu- 
kin’s windows, but were extinguished by Dr. 
Winton who bad charge of the bucket bri- 
gade onthe roof of Bukin’s building. A ne- 
gro, named Johnson, had a narrow 
escape from being burned to death. 


While in Long’s office the flames suddenly’ 


cut off all means of exit, except tne window, 
which remained unbroken. The flames were 
lapping nis clothes and head, when an axe 
was thrown through the window, but in cut- 
ting his way outthe negro was badly cut, 


but more frightened. About 2, 
000 people assembled about the 
fire and 


succeeded in reventing 
the flames communicating with the Bukin 
building. Mrs. Wright and Justice Long 
were the greatest sufferers from the fire. 
The buildings belonged to Mrs. St. John and 
were burned to the ground, but were of little 
value, having ornamented Broadway . for 
twenty-five years. The loss is fully covered 
by ipsurance.

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FAMINE AND DELIRIUM. 


Three Days of Terrible Suffering in an 
Open Boat. 
Gloucester (Mass.) Special to the N. Y. Herald. 


The five men picked up in an open boat 
yesterday morning by Capt. Saunders are re- 
ceiving all care that can be bestowed on them 
at the boarding-house of a Mr. Pierce. They 
are still in a very enfeebled condition and are 
all suffering more or less from frost-bites. 
Itis almost a miracle that they lived through 
the terrible storm and the bitter cold which 
prevailed along the Massachusetts coast 
since Sunday. The Almon Bird hailed from 
Windsor, N. S., a week ago, for Alexandria 

Va., laden with plaster. She encountered 
no heavy gales or particulariy bad weather 
until Sunday, but ali that day heavy seas and 
high winds assailed her, and the men bad 
hard work to keep from freezing. As the 
evening set in the storm increased, and when 
off Boone Island the schooner lost her top- 
mast and shipped a heavy sea. Theropes and 
sails were frozen stiff, and there seemed no 
possibility of saving the vessel. Still the 
men worked all though the night and kept 
her afloat. Monday morning dawned, and 
there was no encouragement in the appear- 
ance ofthe weather; the wind had increased 
and the sea had risen. By 8o’clocka heavy 
wave tore off the schooner’s bulwark and 
flooded the decks, freezing almost in tantly. 
The hatches we'e torn away, and the doomed 
vessel began to fill with water. 

She was now unmanagea)le, and the crew 
at length decided to abandon her. Hastily 
collecting some articles of food, they took 
to the large boat. Noextra clothing could 
be procured, and not even an oar wasto be 
had. There was notime to be lost, too, and 
the boat was burriedly pushed off, amid a 
roaring tempest and seething sea. She 
drifted about, climbing from pillow to bil- 
low, and receiving an occasional bucketful 
of water, which swiktly froze the clothing of 
the castaways. The Almon Bird labored for 
over an hour, and then sank The boat, 
wit heut oar wr sail, contained eight men— 
Capt. C. A. Packard, Wm Harriman, Allen 
Small, A. B. Henderson, Ferdinand Hilton, 
Horace Small, C. Chaples and a man whose 


name cannot now be ascertained. They had 
no hope of ever reaching land, but the 
instinet of self-preservation was 


strong, and they huddled together for shel- 
ter, while the icy spray fel! over them, chill- 
ing the very marrow in their bones. They 
bad no means of telling whether they were 
drifting toward land or out to sea before the 
gale. They and their frail craft were tossed 
about like a cork ail day Monday, and then 
the darkness set in. The moon was obscur- 
ed by the c¢rifting clouds and the heavy 
snowstorm, and no man in the boat expect- 
ed to see the sun rise again orlook on aught 
of life. When one of them attempted to 
picture the feelings of himself and his 
fel obs this afternoon a shudder ran through 
his frame and the recital was stopped for 
prudential reasons. Tuesday morning 
found them still alive, but suffering terribly 
from the cold. The sea had gone down 
somewhat and the storm had abated. Their 
stock of provisions was fast giving out and 
the terribie picture of death by starvation 
and thirst rose before their minds. 

During the afternoon they saw a sail and 
made frantic efforts to attract the attention 
of those on board, but they. failed, and as the 
second night approached they saw the un- 
known vessel pass out of sight below the bo- 
rizon. Another night of horror and dark- 
ness closed in on them and hunger, cold and 
exhaustion were fast taking away all hope. 
Wednesday morning found all hands alive, 
but suffering terribly. Two men were delir:- 
ous. In the wildness of their frenzy they 
tossed themselves from side to side, while the 
chattering of their teeth and their insane 
mutterings foretold the speedy termination 
of their sufferings. On Wednesday evening 
the first death occurred. One of the deliri- 
ous men became furious for ashort time, 
then coiled himself up at the bottom of the 
boat and died. Two more men passed away 
during the night, and when Thursday morn- 
ing dawned the boat, laden heavily with ice, 
contained five men in the agonies of despair 
and the three dead bodies. There was not a 
sail in sight—nothing but a vast expanse of 
sea and sky. 

Tne pangs of hunger and thirst and the 
terrible exposure to cold were unsettling the 
minds of the survivors. There were no pro- 
visions of any sort, andfurtive glances were 
cast at the bodies of their dead companions. 
A hasty con-uiltation was heid, and it was de- 
cided to oven the veins in the neck of one of 
these. There was not a dissen ing vo ce, and 
the operation was speedily performed. The 
red stream flowed freely at the touch of the 
knife, and the parched throats and frozen 
lips of the crew were moistened by the still- 
warm blood. The desperation oftheir act 
gave them a sort of dogged determination to 
sustain life awhile longer,and hopes were re- 
vived that a vessel would cross their path 
during the day. . decided to keep the 
dead bodies in the boat, more from self 
ish motives than from anv consideration for 
their late comrades. At 8 o’clock a sail was 
seen, and to their great joy it was coming in 
their direction. Desperate efforts were made 
to attract their attention, and this recital is 
the result of their success. 

When Capt. Saunders saw the ghastly 
crew he was struck with horror, their faces 
being purple, their lips and bands stained 
with blood and their throats so parched that 
hardly a und could be emitted. They were 
almost déliri us and so debilitated by ex- 
posure that he thought they would die before 
reaching Pigeon Cove, thirty miles away 
He brought them in safely, however, and 
two surgeons were summoned, who bestow- 
ed that care that was necded. Those who 
were rescued are: Capt. C. A. Packard, 
William Harriman, Allen Sewall, A. B. 
Henderson and Ferdinand Hamilton.

BOSTON LETTER. 


The New Year—Something About Wo- 
men’s Clothing—Notes. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
Boston, January 6, 1882.—A whole host of 
thoughts poured into my mind as I wrote 
the last figure of the date above—so many 
and so varied that I actually had to stop my 
pen—didn’t kuow where to begin, and now 
I believe I won't begin at all, but will leave 
them all out, for they were only “‘medita- 
tions upon the New Tear,“ under which 
head too much of prose and poetry and very 
blank verse has already been written, and 
doubtless you’ve plenty of them of your own 
and don’t care for any of mine anyway. But 
one thing I will say, that I don’t believe such 
another year as 1881 ever has been or ever 
will be again. A most phenomenally re- 
markable year—well, III drop that too, I 


don’t dare trust myself on it—I might touch 
upon somebody’s secrets, yours or mine 
or the good public’s. And I’m strongly 
tempted to say something to the general 
effect that nobody can teil what a year may 
bring forth; but that again is so very trite, 
and everybody knows it just as well as I do, 
so begin all over again with the weather. 

Yes, the weather is horrid. That is, I 
think so; some other people don’t. It's cold 
to-day—’twas bitter cold yesterday; ther- 
mometer ’way down below zero at all sorts 
of uncomfortable figures. There's snow on 
the roofs, ice on the sidewalks, and that soft, 
yellowish compound of snow and dirt in our 
streets which much resembles meal in its 
consistency—or lack of it—and which isn’t 
nice to wade through.

I saw something in Winter street, the great 
—— center, to-day, which made me 
look round. A young lady had her fur-lined 
circular on wrong side out, that is, with the 
lining of aray and white squirrel-skins out- 
side and the black silk inside, and odd enough 
it looked, It didn’t look nice either. There’s 
a great deal in fashion—it represents custom, 
and custom is a strong power. Time was, 
when I was a little girl, when squirrei-skin 
collars and capes were fashionable, but they 
were made entirely of the gray skins, and 
were thus quiet and genteel, while the entire 
skins, inciuding the white belly of the 
little animal, however pretty for a lining, 
look loud and in poor taste for an outside 
effect. At first I wondered, but with the 
second thought came the remembrance of the 
many shamsthat are nowadays resorted to, 
and that many pretended fur-lined cloaks 
have in reality but an edging of fur and 
patches at the eorners, to show when the gar- 
ment flaps open. So I supposethis young 
lady was bound to show that hers was in- 
disputably lined with the genuine article all 
through—and a very handsome and perfect 
lining it was too. This reminded me of the 
trick many ladies had when there was such a

A Missing Heiress Found. 
From the New York World. 

Some twenty years ago the late John Bak- 
er, & prominent lawyer of this city, died and 
left $10,000 to the orphan daughter of John Kir- 
by, his intimate friend and business associate. 
At the time of Mr. Baker’s death Margaret 
Kirby was in charge of Mr. Salmi Marks,a 
real estate dealer, who had been appointed 


der guardian by the administrator of Mr. 


Kirby’s estate and the then Surrogate. Mr. 
Kirby had been a Protestant, but his wife 
was a Catholic. The§relatives of both father 
and mother objected to the child remainining 


in the custody of a Hebrew, 
and Mr. Marks, after consulta- 
tion with the late Archbishop Hughes, 


then Bishop, placed litile Margaret in the 
charge of the Sisters at the Roman Catholic 
Orphan Asylum at the coruer of Mott and 
Prince streets. This arrangement had been 
concluded before Mr. Baker’s death. Mr. 
Baker’s will provided that Mr. John Roach 
should act as executor, and for the payment 
of the money, togetber with accrued inter- 
est, to the girl whenshe became 21 years old. 
When Mr. Roach took possession of the es- 
tate and inquired for the child, the Sisters 
at the asylum said that a lady had called at 
the asylum and stated that she was a relation 
of the child’s mother. She requested per- 
mission totake the child out and buy ber 
some clothes, and this being granted she and 
the child had left, but had not returned. No 
trace or clue of any kind could then be found, 
and Mr. Roach was obliged to abandon the 
search, 

About the beginning of last year Mr. Roach 
calculated that Margaret Kirby, ifshe were 
living, was old enough to be entitled to the 
money under Mr. Baker’s will. He accord- 
ingly put men on the track of herand in 
June discovered herto beliving almost in 
the character of an adopted child with Mr. 
and Mrs. McMahon of 1612 Second avenue. 
The gir! was known by the name of Margaret 
Kirby, had been weil educated by Mr. 
McMahon, who is a contractor, and was 
happy and contented in the home sbe had 
found. The proofs that she was the person 
sought for were sullicient to satisfy Mr. 
Roach, but the heirs tothe Baker estate 
disputed heridentity. In order to settle the 
matter Mr. Wiiliam H. Gardiner, a lawyer, 
of 156 Broadway, brought suit against Mr. 
Roach for the payment of the money before 
the Surrogate. The proofs adduce:l of the 
identity of the girl satisfied that officer and 
Mr. Roach was directed to pay the money 
over. A reporter of the World called upon 
Mr. Gardiner, who said: The amount which 
has been paid so far is about $3,500, although 
we expect we wiil get more in time. The 
Baker estate has been involved in litigation 
for many years, and it has decreased in 
value more than one-half, owing to charges 
upon it, shrinkage in values and things of 
that kind. At onetime the heirs declared 
themselves satisfied with the proofs which 
we brought to their notice, but afterwards 
they changed their minds aud refused to ac- 
knowledge the yirl as being the Margaret 
Kirby mentioned in Mr. Baker’s will.“ Miss 
Kirby is about 25 years of age, has fair hair 
and light blue eyes and is still living with Mr. 
and Mrs. McMahon, although at present ab- 
sent on a Visit to friends in New Jersey. 


Harry Bascom’s Sad Experience. 
From the Hartford (Conn.) Post. Jan. 6. 


Harry Bascom, an actor, was brought to 
the City Hospital on December 22, suffering 
from badly frozen feet. Subsequently gan- 
grene set in, and on Wednesday it was found 
necessary to amputate both feet above the 
ankles in order to save the patient’s life. 
To-day he is doing fairly, and it is believed 
that be will survive the shock of tne opera- 
tion. Bascom is a graduate of Harvard Uni- 
versity, and was born in Boston forty-eight 
years ago. He was for many vears a member 
of the Boston Museum, and he often played 
in this citv with the late E. L. Davenport, 
William Warren, Charles Barron and other 
actors of note, up to a period ending about 
1873 or 1874. In tater years he has been for- 
tune’s foot-bali, and has experienced more 
than the usual vicissitudes of an actor’s 
life. Luck seemed to have deserted him 
altogether in the last twelvemon: and 
Thanksgiving Day he started, penniice<s and 
destitute, to-walk from New York to Boston. 
On reaching Windsor he could go no further. 
His feet had frozen during his lonely tramp. 
He crawled into an old barn, where for two 
days he lay unattended and without food. 
At last he succeeded in attracting the atten- 
tion of people who were passing. He was 
kindly cared for by these strangers. It was 
they who brought him to the hospital. He 
was a good fellow in his day, and gave money 
with a generous hand to the poor of his pro- 
fession.

Pennsylvania 
politics is what itis through this Dutch ele- 
ment, looking to the material end, market- 


ing the places of State like cheese an“ 
kraut. 


THE WORLD’S END.. 


The Moslems Take the Place of Old 
Mother Shipton. 
Constantinople Letter to Pal! Mall Gazette. 


The world is about to pass away. and there 
is trouble and distress at Yeldiz Kiosk. Of 
the signe which are to precede the coming of 
that hour many have aiready been accom- 
plished. There have been tumults and 
seditions innumerable, earthquakes and 
eclipses. Faith has decayed among men. 
The Russian war brought about the fulfill- 
ment of the prophecy that Gog and Magog, 
the fair-haired tribes of the North, should 
once more break forth across the barriers 
which Dhu’l-Karnein built up against 
them in the mountains of Ar- 
menia. That the Anti-Christ 
appeared in the shape of Eogland's 
Prime Minister is a secret to no devout Mos- 
lem, and if the letters K. F. R. (Kafir, or In- 
fidel) have not yet been read oa Mr. Glad- 
stove’s brow, it is that the unbelievers are 
blind to the sign with which he bas verily 
been branded. Buttwo more signs are yet 
wanting—the descent of Jesus on earth and 
the apparition of the Mahdy, or Director. 
That the time is fulfilled for the former event 
is generally believed, and I recoliect that a 
few years ago, when { was at Damascus, the 
eastern minaret ofthe great mosque, upon 
which He is to descend and which is called 
in consequence thereof the Minaret of Jesus, 
was being cleaned and repaired in expecta- 
tion of His coming. * 

But the greatest of all the signs, though 
not clearly specitied in the Koran, has al- 
ways been held to bethe apparition of the 
Mabdy, concerning whom, according to Sale. 
Mohammed prophesied that the woridjshould 
not have aa end tillone of his own family 
should again rule the egg of Islam, whose 
name and whose father’s name should be the 
same with bis own end his father’s own 
(Abdullah). Traditions on this point are, 
however, numerous and conflicting. Many 
believe that the Mahdy will be an incarna- 
tion of God upon earth, and that only bis 
Vekyl, or vicegerent, will belong to the no- 
ble tribe of the Koreish, while some go even 
further and add that this Vekyl's name will 
be Abdul Mutallio, and that the Mahdv will 
make his appearance during his 
third Cheriffate. Others again hold that the 
Mahdy’s own name will be Abdullah, but 
that after his appearance he wil! in due time 
die and be succeeded by his father, Moham- 
med, who will be raised from death for that 
purpose, and, together with Jesus,the son 
of Mary, will fill the whole world with the 
knowledge of God and Ei Islam. Whatever 
these minor discrepancies may be, there is, 
however, a general consensus among Mus- 
sulmans that toward the beginning ofthe 
fourteenth century of tbe Hlegira a descend- 
ant of the Prophet, of the tribe of the 
Koreish, will rule overthe Arabs, and that 
at that time the Mahdy will reveal himself at 
Mecca, and the era of the Caliphate be 
brought to an end. 

Two years only separate us still from the 
beginning of the fourteenth century; Abdul 
Mutallib, for the third time Cheriff of Mecea, 
is reported to have raised the standard of 
rebellion and proclaimed himself ruler over 
the Arabs; and lo! the Mahdv himself has 
appeared and made himself known at Mecca 
in the person of Abdullah, the son of Muham- 
med by a mother of the name of Emineh. 
Here are are the three names of the Prophet 
and of his father and mother grouped to- 
gether as foretold by the traditions of old. 
The circumstances of time and place equally 
answer to the prophecy. What doubt 
can any longer de entertained that 
the days of the Caliphate are numbered, and 
that the world itself is only waiting for the 
blast of consternation to be swallowed up in 
the burning flames of the molten heavens? 
And if any further sign were wantine in 
these davs pregnant with wonders, what is 
the cholera which rages at:-Mecca—the “yel- 
low wind of re.“ as it is called by Arahs— 
but the very fire which, according to prophecy, 
shall coosume the Hedjas at the moment 
when the Mauhdv appears? These are 
weighty matters, indeed, which must be 
pondered over in eouncil, and ip comparison 
with which financial commissions, war in- 
demnities, Armenian reforms, are but the 
veriest trifles.

While 
there a train returning from Virginia City bore 
the nearly Mfeless body of Theodore Pearson. 
He was so nearly gone with bronchiti s that 
death would ensue in a short time if he were 
hauled further. He was left with myself and, 
more particularly, with a physician in the 
camp. He died in a few days. We learned 
from him before he died that he had a wife and 
daughter jivingin St. Louis, Mo. We found 
among his effects some money—over $100—and 
a large package of letters from his affectionate 
wife hoping and praying for his welfare. We 
also tound a lieutenant’s commission indicat- 
ing that he had served in the United States 
army for ten or twelve years, and also a com- 
mission of service of captain or lieutenant in 
the late war in Merrell's Horse. We gave him 
as Gecent a burial as circumstances would ad- 
mit. We entrusted the effects tothe pbs sician, 
ashe would be the first to return to the Staies, 
who also was to convey the news tothe Widow 
Pearson with the goods, by mail or otnerwise. 
Now, I have learned indirectly that the 
Doctor, perbapstfor the sake of gain, probably 
never delivered said message or goods to the 
widow. Now, this thing has bothered me for 
vears, fearing thatthe widow perbaps never 

earned the tate of her husband. Now, for 
the sake of the widow or daugnter, savin your 
pauper that if the widow or daughter of Theo- 
dore Pearson, who served as lieutenant or 
captain in Merrell s Horse and as lieutenant 
in the rexular army, will address Dan Van 
Trump, Norborne, Mo,, they willlearn some- 
thing of his last moments.

Wheat in the Northwest is said to be of 
such poor quality generally that farmers will 
not thresh it out of the *tacks, and are feed- 
ing it to their cattle.

here, the operators do not exchange centracts, 
but y a system of daily checking 
keep their trades straight. A good idea has 
been suggested by a St. Louis operator. It 
is that each trader carry a card wide enough 
to have the trade written upon it, and toal- 
low of the parties making the trade affixing 
their signatu: es to ohe another’s cards oppo- 
site the trade. This would be as binding 
upon them as a contract, and would save a 
vast amount of time and trouble. 


Simon Rosenberg, of the St. Louis Publie 
Stock und Grain Exchange, one of the insti- 
tutions known to the scaiper as a “bucket 
shop, feels sorely troubled over the state- 
ment of a morning paper that he bad closed 
up his shop and was not to be found, 
leaving the inference to be drawn 
that he had gathered in all the shekels be 
could find lying around loose and then 
jumped the town. Mr. Rosenberg eens he 
was around the Exchange building all day 

e-terday, and could have easily been found 
looked for, and ‘this statement of his is 
corroborated by others. He had made up his 
mind that seven **bucket shops“ were almost 
too numerous for St. Louis, as the scalpiog 
element of this town wis not large enough 
to go around among so many, so he deter- 
mined to close up until such time as some of 
his rivals should have to close for lack of 
breatu, when with competition lessened he 
will enter the field again, He accordingly 
gave notice to all his customers of his in- 
tention, and closed up all trades yesterday on 
basis of Chicago’s ciosing prices. The set- 
tlement of Mr. Rosenberg was honorable, 
entirely satisfactory and in fulltoa nickel, 
and this explanation is made in justice toa 
gentleman who has, he says “been lied 
enough about in dose —— bapers.”’ 
The following petition was circulated yes- 
terdsy afternoon and readily received the 
signatures of the prominent houses on the 
floor: 
To the Board of Directors of Merchants’ Ex- 
change: 

The undersigned, members of this Ex- 
change respectfully suggest that itis necessa- 
rv that some limit should be fixed, as in other 
large commercial centers, to the heurs now 
needlesslu consumed by us in option. trad- 
ing, and to this end submit the following rule 
for adopiion: 

Itshall be an offense forany members to 
m ke an option trade on the Exchange floor 
before 9:15 a. m. or after 3 p. m. of amy day 
other than Saturday, or before 9; 15a. m. or 
after 1 p. m. Saturday, or on any day or part 
of a day on which the Exchange shall have 
no session, the 2 to be for the first 
offense a flue of $5 and for each subsequent 
offense a fine of $10, to be imposed and col- 
lected by the Call Board Committee, and 
that contracts made m violation of this rule 
shall n t be enforced or in any manner re- 
cogized by the Exchange,

THE CONDEMNED MEN. 


Baber and Ward Waiting for the End 
But Still Hoping. 


The most anxious persons in jail to-day 
are Thaddeus Baber and William Ward, the 
two men sentenced to die on next Friday 
morning. Efforts are being made before the 
Governor, and when visited to-day the two 
men were eagerly awaiting his decision. 
Ward’s attorney, Mr. Van Wagoner, has 
placed before the Governor ten affidavits of 
parties who saw him immediately before 


he shot Annie Lewis, and who have volun- 
teered their oaths concerning his excited 
condition at that time. This morning when 
the exercise hour was over, Ward’s mother, 
who ie an industrious colored woman, &c- 
companied by a friend, Mrs. Coleman, visited 
her son, as is her daily practice. Good 
morning, mother,“ said Ward as he ap- 
proached the screen in his shirt sleeves 
while he adjusted his necktie. Mrs. 
Ward responded, How are you, 
Willie?’? and while her friend stepped off a 
few feet, mother and son entered into a low 
conversation, which was concluded in a few 
minutes. Ward is a young negroabout 23 
years of age and of a quiet, obliging disposi- 
tion. He has a kindly word for everybody, 
though not of atalkative nature. Since his 
incarceration he has made many friends and 
did much to console and icheerup the three 
men who expiated their crimes during the 
past three weeks. 

It is granted by all the jail prisoners; that 
Baber is, to say the least, queer.“ He has 
but few friends, but when he thinks he can 
trust a friend he has no hesitancy in talking 
freely about himself. I'm not afraid of 
death, said Baber to his attorney, Mr. C. 
O. Bishop; “‘my whole life has been one of 
trouble, and I think that death is only the 
end of that trouble. I'd sooner die 
than live in the Penitentiary all 
the rest of my natural life.“ In his case the 
Governor has been asked to granta stay to 
give physicians time to make a conscientious 
report on this case. I have no hope,“ said 
Mr. Bishop this morning; the Governor 
hasn't the moral courage to take any de- 
cisive action in this matter. He will ‘proba- 
bly say the highest courts in the State has 
passed on it and he, consequently, does 
not tthink he should interfere. 
Now if the highest court of 
the State had not passed on it he certainly 
could nét. This morning I received a letter 
from Mr. Merrick, who was formerly in the 
case, enclosing an opinion from Dr. Spitzger, 
of New York, who testified in the Guiteau 
case. Mr. Merrick forwarded to him the 
hypothetical case and received the Doctor’s 
opinion that the case was consistent and the 
subject probably of an unsound mental 
condition.; When a boyjhe received a fracture 
of the skull, and all the physiciansewho have 
examined bim say that the fracture was 
never properly handled, andjthat portions of 
the bone which were not raised as they 
should bave beengnow press down upon the 
brain and cause these fits which he experi- 
ences. They say it will be murder 
to hang Baber. Apparently Baber is 
of a sulky disposition, but this entirely 
changes on an intimate acquaintance.” 


GROCERS ORGANIZING. 


The Retailers of St Louis to Form an 
Association. 


On December 6the publishers of the St. 
| Louls Grocer, a trade journal issued in the 
interests of the class its title indicates, sent 


out a circular alluding to the neces- 
sity of having a trade organization 
such as existe in Boston, Philadelphia 


and elsewhere. The response was hearty 
and encouraging, and accordingly a second 
circular wasissued yesterday, stating that 
Central Turner Hall had been secured and 
that on Thursday evening, January 12, the 
meeting would be held, and it was requested 
that every retail grocerin St. Louis be present 
—the number of thatclass reaching 1,200. 
If a reasonable proportion of this number is 
present the meeting will be a large and im- 
portant one. 

This mornipe Mr. W. F. Coulter, the lead- 
ing spirit of the movement, was interviewed 
and was questioned regarding the objects of 
the associatfon. 

„Why. for a mutual benefit and protection 
in a hupdred ways.“ 

‘‘Are there not a number of bad customers 
and others whose business trabsactions are 
a detrimental to the retail trade?” 
‘*Certainly; those points will all be fully 
attended to and given full and free discus- 
sion.’’ 

Will there not be some action regarding 
food adulteration ?’’ 

Beyond a doubt; almost everything that 
is gold nowadays in the food line is subject 
to more or less adulteration, and it is time that 
something should be done. Retailers suffer 
by this, and it is. time that they should do 
something in the way of protest against it. 
That will be one of the objects of the associa- 
tion.“ 

Mr. Coulter is confident of the success of 
the movement, and thinks it will result in 
benefits to the trade and to the public.;

The English editer, on the contrary 
assumes more the attitude of a professor io 
a college who dwells rarely upon facts and 
prefers theoretical discourses and assumes 
that his reader is not only educated, but well
